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PREFACE 


Ty 1878 Mr. Richard Harland, of Kettlewell, Skipton, 
published A Lineal Index to the Wesleyan Hymn-Book 
and Supplement. He was emboldened to attempt this 
task by the fact that in 1773-4 David Guy, of Rye, m 
Sussex, published A Complete Index to Dr. Watts’ Psalms 
and Hymns, and that Dr. Rippon at a later date issued 
a similar work. What had thus been successfully ac- 
complished for Dr. Watts might surely, he thought, be 
done for the Wesleys. Whilst he was in our ministry 
Dr. Julian, who has since laid us all under an abiding 
debt by his great Dictionary of Hymnology, prepared 
a concordance to Wesley’s Hymns, and advertised its 
publication ; but this was never issued. Mr. James 
Stelfox wrote to The Methodist Recorder, urging that 
such an index should be provided ; but it was left for 
Mr. Harland to render this service to his Church. The 
usefulness of his Index has been felt by many ; it never, 
however, gained a remunerative sale. 

This fact stood in the way of the proposal to issue a 
lineal index to The Methodist Hymn-Book, though the 
need for it was widely felt. Mr. William Miles, of 
Southwell, who was then living in the Stokesley Cireuit, 
undertook the work at his own instance, and prepared 
it at an immense cost of labour, having written the 
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whole hymn-book, with its 24,836 lines, through four 
times. Each line beginning with A was written out 
first, then Mr. Miles went through the alphabet, reading 
the hymn-book over twenty-five times. He pre- 
sented his MS. to the Methodist Publishing House, in 
the hope that it might eventually be printed for the 
benefit of the Methodist people. A sufficient list of 
subscribers having been secured to warrant the venture, 
the volume is now issued. It is not easy to speak too 
highly of the accuracy with which Mr. Miles prepared 
his MS., and he will be rewarded by the grateful 
appreciation of all who use this Index. To many it 
will prove almost indispensable, and will prevent much 
troublesome search for a line of a hymn. 

In The Wesleyan Methodist Magazine for December 
1908 Mr. Miles gives an interesting account of the way 
he did his work. He had often felt the need for a 
lineal index, and thought how much it might assist 
ministers, local preachers, and class-leaders. ‘ Another 
reason was to perpetuate the memory of my dear de- 
parted mother, whose love for the Hymn-Book was 
unbounded. Many of the most spiritual of our precious 
hymns she had committed to memory, and for very 
many years she lived upon them, and refreshed her soul 
with the enriching and stimulating food they contained.’ 
The Methodist Hymn-Book has sensibly enriched our 
service of praise, and this key to its treasures is sure of 
a grateful welcome.
